Art. 11. To choose one School Committee for three years. 

Art. 12. To choose Town or Law Agent. 

Art. 183. To choose one or more lire Wards. 

Art. 14. To choose one or more Road Commissioners. 

Art. 15. To see how much money the town will vote to raise for 
the support of poor and other town expenses. . 

Art. 16. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
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for the building and repairing of roads the present year. 

Art. 17. To see if the town will vote ‘“‘yes” or “no” upon the 
question of appropriating and raising money necessary to entitle 
the town to State aid as provided in Section 19, Chapter 25, of the 
Revised Statutes of 1916. 

Art. 18. To see if the town will appropriate and raise the sum

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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Prospect: 


I herewith submit my report of the schools of this town for the 
fiscal year ending February 15, 1929. 

As the school year and fiscal year do not correspond, it is diffi- 
cult to make a complete report at this time. We have the same 
teaching staff as last year with one exception. I feel that our 
teachers on the whole are vitally interested in their work, willing 
to codperate with the school officials, and showing a truly profes- 
sional attitude. I believe that a person who intends to continue 
teaching should make some further study at frequent intervals in 
order to keep well informed on the best educational methods and 
procedures. 

We have sixty pupils enrolled in our elementary schools and 
twelve tuition students in secondary schools elsewhere. The at- 
tendance in most of the schools has been rather irregular, due to 
so much sickness, and for pupils whose absences have been fre- 
quent and prolonged, promotion will be difficult. 

Financially we have had a prosperous year with all of our ac- 
counts mecting their obligations and showing a balance. The 
School Committee has made a careful study of the financial situa- 
tion and recommend the same appropriations for next year. The 
schoolyard at the Clark School has been graveled, the foundation 
of the Washington School improved, and double windows pur- 
chased. We are planning further repairs on all three school- 
houses, both interior and exterior, for next year, if the funds are 
available. 

Your School Committee is considering the adoption of a new 
course of study for elementary schools to supplement the State 
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Course of Study. There is need for such course of study for 
efficient administration and supervision ; in order to keep the work 
of the grades progressing at a uniform rate; to assure equal educa- 
tional opportunities for all; and to maintain high edueational 
standards. 

I believe that we should make the conditions surrounding schoo! 
life as pleasant and agreeable as possible; that we should furnish 
our teachers with adequate textbooks and the best in equipment in 
all lines in so far as we are able, in order that they may work under 
favorable circumstances and obtain the best results.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Fo the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Pros- 
pect: 


In accordance with Chapter 16 of the Laws of Maine relating 
to Public Schools, I have the honor to submit the following report 
of the condition and progress of the schools in Prospect for the 
year ending February 15, 1930: 

This report includes a detailed statement of the receipts and 
expenditures in the several accounts, the condition of the school 
buildings, school enrollment, a* comparison of school costs and 
general status of the schools. 

Your School Committee has made a careful study of the finan- 
cial situation for another year and believe that we can safely 
reduce the appropriation for high school tuition from $1,000.00 to 
$500.00, as we have a substantial balance this year. The supplies 
account seems to have a sufficient balance and we are not asking 
for any further appropriation. The repairs account, however, 
which did not receive any appropriation last year, should be well 
provided for. It is the duty of the town to keep the school build- 
ings in good repair, as no state school money ean be used for that 
purpose. ‘There is considerable painting that should be done this 
summer, the Clark School in particular needs it badly. We be- 
lieve that it is cheaper to do the work now than to wait until the 
buildings are in worse condition. Your committee recommends 
appropriating $250.00 for this account. If these recommen- 
dations are followed your appropriations for school purposes will 
be $350.00 less than last year. 

For the first time, in recent years at least, Prospect has shared 
in the distribution of the state equalization seanel This year we 
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received $99.00 from the equalization fund and $1,425.78 from 
the state school fund. | 

I have recently made a comparison of school costs in Prospect 
with the average for the state. The following facts were found: 

1. The per capita cost based on total enrollment and total 
expenditures was $63.24, while that of the state was $66.23. 

2. The per capita cost based on school census and total expen- 
ditures was $30.14, while that of the state was $45.08. 

3. The per capita cost based on average attendance and total 
expenditures was $79.72, as compared with $80.07 for the state. 

I believe that these figures show that the Town of Prospect is 
‘maintaining her schools very economically, as in all cases the town 
costs are less than the average for the state. 

We have had a physical examination in the schools this year 
by virtue of the town appropriation for the State Department of 
Health. The examination of 67 pupils showed that defects of 
teeth and tonsils were the most prevalent. Parents should have 
these defects remedied as soon as possible, as it 1s very important 
that pupils should be in good health if they are to do well in school. 
It is our hope that this service will become an annual affair and 
that the results will be beneficial and lasting. 

Educationally, I believe that the work in the schools has been 
profitable. Parents, teachers and pupils have codperated to make 
the schools a success. I have endeavored to supply the schools 
with proper books and equipment in order that the best results 
might be obtained. The enrollment is slightly larger than last 
year at this time.
